U.S. Patent No. 5,807,884; filed 09/15/1998; Medford et al 

This references teaches certain that dithiocarbamate antioxidants are useful in the treatment 
of atherosclerosis. Such carbamates have the formula A-SC(S)-B, where the group -SC(S)- 
appears essential for therapeutic activity. In the above formula A is hydrogen or a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt such as "... oxalic acid, tartaric acid, succinic acid ..." , col. 20 
and following, and B is " ... probucol ..." col. 18, lines 7 and following. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,262,439; filed 04/30/1992; Parthasarthy 

This reference discloses the preparation of water soluble derivatives of probucol. These 
derivatives are probucol compounds where at least one phenyl hydroxyl group of the probucol 
compound is replaced with an ester group having a polar or charged functionality. These ester 
groups include the dicarboxylic acid esters of the probucol compounds, such as the dicarboxylic 
acid esters formed from "...succinic acid, glutaric acid, adipic acid, suberic acid, sebacic acid, 
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azelaic acid and maleic acid .. col. 5, lines 24 - 27. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,380,747; filed 10/30/1992; Medford et al 

This references teaches certain that dithiocarbamate antioxidants are useful in the treatment 
of atherosclerosis. The compounds may be adminsitered with "...probucoF', col. 15 , line 46. 

U.S. Patent 6,548,699; filed 08/06/1999; Patricia K. Sommers 

Compounds for the inhibition of the expression of VCAM-1 are disclosed. Probucol 
derivatives are set forth in col. 17, line 15 bridging to col. 21, line 25. Certain probucol 
derivatives are disclosed where the proton on the at least one of the hydroxyl of the phenyl group 
are substituted with the the group "... - CH 2 -OCO-alkyl, - CH 2 -OCO - substituted alkyl, col. 
18, lines 60 - 61. Example 31 and 34 disclose the preparation of 4-[-4-[[l-[[3,5-bis(l,l- 
dimethylethyl)-4-hydroxyphenyl]thio]- 1 -methylethyl]thio]-2,6-bis( 1 , 1 -dimethylethyl)phenoxy 
acetic acid and butanoic acid respectively. 

U.S. Patent 6,323,359; filed 05/02/2000; Paul A. Jass 

The preparation of water soluble derivatives of probucol compounds is disclosed. At least 
one of the phenyl hydroxyl groups on the probucol derivative is first replaced with alkali metal 
or ammonium forming a probucol salt. The salt is then reacted with a dicarboxylic acid such as 
.succinic acid, glutaric acid, adipic acid, suberic acid, sebacic acid, azelaic acid or maleic acid . 
The desired product is readily separated from the reaction mixture. See col. 3, linel to col. 4, 
line 44.
